SEBS PARTY CHANCE. 


Grover Cleveland Issues a Call to 
the Democracy. 


OPPORTUNITY IS AT HAND. 


Urges Rank and File to Rally to Old 
Time Battle Cry. 


Philadelphia. Pa., Feb. 17.—[{Special.J— 
Former President Grover Cleveland has 
called on his “rank and file associates.” of 
the democratic party to unite and take ad- 
vantage of the opportunities which present 
themselves to the party next November. 

He declares he is one of those who believe 
there is a chance for the success of the party 
of which he so long was the head, and re- 
iterates the declaration he made three years 
ago that “our fighting forces will respond 
listlessly and-faiteringly if summoned to a 
third defeat in a strange cause, but if they 
hear the rallying of true democracy they will 
gather for the battle with olf time demo- 
eratic enthusiasm and courage.” : 

Grover Cleveland's appeal to the members 
of his party is published in the current issue 
of the Saturday Evening Post and in sub- 
stance is as follows: 

“1 am one of those,"’ he writes, ‘* who be- 
lieve that there is an apportunity for demo- 
cratic success in the coming presidential 
election.”’ 


Faith in His “Associates,”’ 

Referrring to his faith in his democratic 
associates. he continues: ~* 

‘This trust will not permit me to overlook 
the meaning of the daily increasing unrest. 
among our people, growing out of the start- 
ling and flippant abandonment by the party 
in power of our national traditions and max- 
ims, its disregard of our national moral re- 
straints, its inconsiderate tendency to set 
aside national good faith, its willingness io 
break away from safe and accustomed moor- 
ings, and its contemptuous neglect of our 
national mission. Surely these conditions, 
together with the broken pledges and forgot- 
ten promises of reform that vex the sight on: 
every side, not only abundantly explain the 


‘popular distrust and fear prevailing every- 


where in the land, but sugegst that in such 
stress of political weather those of our fel- 
low-cilizens- who thoughtfully and con- 


| stantly love our free institutions will not be 


unmindful of such safety and quiet as may 
be offered them by a patriotic and conserva- 
tive democracy.”’ 


Conditions Justify Opportunity. 

Mr. Cleveland thinks these conditions jus- 
tify the assertion of the democracy’s oppor- 
tunity. He says: 

“Jt should be remembered, however, that 
opportunity may be only distantly related to 
actual accomplishment, and that it does not 
of itself, unaided and alone, warrant the ex- 
pectation of reaching successful results. 

“This is no-time for cunning finesse, nor 
for the use of words that conceal intentions 
er carry a double meaning. The democratic 
party has a message to send to its followers 
and to the masses of the American people. ° 
Let that méssage be éxpresséed in language 
easily understood, unconfused by evasion, 
and untouched by the taint of jugglery. 
Obsolete issues and questions no longer chal- 
lenging popular interest should be manfully 
abandoned.”

Foresaw a “Knocking at the Door.”’ 

The Supreme court, however, found that 
the intention .of the constitutional conven- 
tion had been that the canal should be self- 
supporting and that the people of the state 
should not be taxed in any way for its 
benefit. 
The decision declares that “ the fears of 
the members of the constitutional conven- 
tion that the canal would be superseded by 
the railways as a transportation medium and 
become a regular applicant at the door of 
the state treasury for appropriations of the 
| money of the taxpayers of the state have 
been verified.” 


Fight It in Legislature. 

After TrIsUNE had shown, more than 
a year ago, that the canal had gone to decay 
except as a means of furnishing political jobs 
with little or no work attached, Representa- 
tive Burke, in the legislature, led the oppo-| 
sition to the bill as originally introduced for 
the appropriation of $192,500. His opposition, 
well directed as it was and supported by such 
members as ex-Speaker Sherman, was over- 
ridden -by the machine work of the canal 
crowd, who drove their political bargains on 
the floor of the house. The bill as it passed 
the house appropriated $142,500, the cut of 
$50,000 representing the most that Burke’s 
fight could avail against the soft snap hunt- 
ers. Senater Gardiner got the senate to take 
on $10,000 for the dredging of the La Salle 
Basin. 

Burke ended his term in the legislature dis- 
gusted with his experiences, but determined 
still to defeat the canal crowd. He enlisted 
the aid of two other lawyers, George B. 
Bagby and Edgar L. Masters. 


Fight All Along the Line. 

Early in June Burke secured a temporary 
injunction of the disbursement of the ap- 
propriation from Judge Thompson in the 
Cirecult court of Sangamon county. This 
move created coneternation in the ranks cf 
the canal crowd, but Commodore Snively or- 
dered all his crew along the ditch to stick 
to their chairs, pay or no pay, and all would 
be well for them in the end. 

Thus they have stuck beside the silent canal 
these six months and more, expecting their 
slice of the apprcpriation at last. 

In August the commodore scored a point 
by securing the dissolution of the temporary 
injunction by Judge Creighton in the Ap- 
pellate court. The eanal crowd was jubilant 
and immediately made requisition upon 
State Treasurer Busge for the $152,950. 


Mr. Busse Is Wary. 

Rut Mr. Busse had grown suddenly cau- 
tious. He consulted Attorney General Ham- 
lin, who told him to hold the money till 
the Supreme court could settle the whole con- 
troversy. Commodore Snively issued an- 
other order from Chicago to La Salle to 
stick even if self-support for a time should 
be an exceedingly great privation, The 
‘canal crowd stuck.

Evans Reports Trouble at Newchwang. 
The navy department ‘today received a 
telegram from Rear Admiral Evans at Ca- 
vite reporting that He had advices that con- 
ditions at Newchwarg, Manchuria, were 
menacing. He said British and American 
vessels were detained there by the Russian 
j@uthorities. In view of the press reports 
that Henry B. Miller, the United States 
sul at Newchwang, had been struck by a Cos-. 
sack and threatening demonstrations made : 
by Russians against the United States 
gunboat Helena, which is icebound there,

BALTIC FLEET OFF SWEDEN. 


Six Ruséian Warships Sailing South 
Observed at Wisby, Island of. <p> 


“ COPENHAGEN, Feb. 17—A. dispatch has 
been received here from Wisby, island of 
Gothiand, saying that six Russian warships 
passed the island on Feb. 15, going south. 


The island of Gothland is in the Baltic sea, 

off the eastern coast of Sweden. It Mes in 
the course of vessels coming down the Bal- 
tic from Cronstadt to pass out into the 
North sea. 

It was reported last week from Copenha- 
gen that the Russian Baltic squadron of fit- 
teen warships had, passed through Danish > 
waters en route for the far east, but this re- 
port was not confirmed. 

It was also reported from Berlin that Rus- 
sia has requested permission of Germany to 
send warships through the Kiel canal, which 
is one way of getting into the North sea from 
the Baltic.

NEW LIGHT AY IROQUOIS 


DISCOVERY OF CITY INVESTIGA- 
TOR TO BE TOLD.. 


Grand Jury to Hear That an Electric 
Fan at East End of Building Proba- 
bly Was Running, Drawing Death 
Wave from Stage Upon the Audi- 

ence—List Probable Indictments 


superheated air, which swept over the Iro- 
quois matinée audience, bringing instant 
death to hundreds, has been discovered by 
investigators employed by Corporation Coun- 
sel Tolman. The new theory will be demon- 
strated before the grand jury today by Al- 
fred C. Mace, vice president of the Coats 
& Burchard company, public appraisers. The 
theory, if accepted as correct by the jury, 
may change the basis of the loss of life from 
the stage, where it was placed by the cor- 
oner’s jury, to the “‘ front of the house.”’ 

Mace’s investigations in the wrecked play- 
house, covering a period of over three weeks, 
led him into a large air chamber above the 
east wall of the building. Within this cham- 
‘ber, into which led ventilating ducts from 
every part of the theater, Mr. Mace found a 
large electric fan, which when in operation 
produced a draft of great force. 

Thinks Fan Was in Operation. — 

He declares that he has convineed himeelf 
that this fan was operating during the fire, 
and that the draft it produced sucked the 
fire from the stage across the auditorium and 


Mr. Mace says, on the-fact that he found the 
fron leavee of the fan melted in places, which 
could have been brought about only by in- 


| tense heat. He believes that the draft pro- 


duced by the fan was great enough to draw 
the fire itself into the air Bent. : 

Mr. Mace will produce for the benefit of 
the jury the-report made by him and his as- 
sociates to Corporation Counsel Tolman. 
Accompanying this report are some hundreds 
of photographs of the several parts of the 
structure. In addition to these there are a 
number of diagrams ofthe structure, and a 
meomplete set of plans of the building as con- 
structed. ‘Lhese plans ypere submitted to the 
jury yesterday. 

These plans show, it is ¢aid, that the build- 
ing was not constructed in accordance with 
the plans submitted to the then acting 
building commissioner, O'Shea, in May last. 
“This fact was pointed out to the coroner’s 
jury by B. H. Marshall, the architect, who 
explained that the changes made were an 
improvement on the original plans: Mr. 
Mace said that he was not prepared to dis 
pute Mr. Marshall’s contention. 


Possible True Bills Fewer. 

The work of the jury yesterday resulted in 
limiting the possibility of indictment to those 
held by the coroner. It. was intimated by 
jurors in the evening that from this number 
persons are gradually being eliminated by 
the evidence, and that there is a probability 
that only three indictments will be returned, 
one charging manslaughter, and two mal- 
feasance in office. | 

There is said to be a growing sentiment 
among the jurors favorable to the chances 
of Chief Musham to escape in the jury’s final 
report. A letter written by Fireman W. C. 
Sallers, and read by the jury during the day, 
may result in his being called as a witness 
and exonerated from blame. The measure 
of résponsibility resting on William McMul- 
len, the light operator, and Stage Carpenter 
Cummings is said to be regarded as small by 
the jurors. 

After hearing the testimony of Harry J. 
Powers, asociate with Will J. Davis in the 
management Of the theater, the jurors de- 
cided to hear Treasurer Thomas J. Noonan, 
thus relieving him of any danger of being 
held.

‘WOMEN ADOPT LONG PLATFORM. 


Demand Equal Suffrage for Mothers, 
That Marriage Be Considered Part- 
nership, and Concessions. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—The report of 
the committee on resolutions which was 
adopted by the woman suffragists was pre- 
sented by Henry P. Blackwell of Massachus- 
etts. The resolutions reiterated loyalty to 
American independence, irrespective of sex; 
asked for equal suffrage for mothers, not 
only for the sake of the state but for the 
home; demanded that marriage should ben 
considered a partnership in which the women 
should have a share in the guardianship and 
control of children; rejoiced in the enfran- 
chisement of the women of Australia; and de- 
clared the women of the entire union are as 
intelligent as are those in the places where 
suffrage is granted, and; therefore, demand- 
ed this right for all women. The convention 
also adopted resolutions sanctioning the bill 
introduced in congress by former Represen- 
tative Shafroth of Colorado, establishing a 
national board to protect children and ani- 
mals; calling for the indorsement of an in- 
ternational peace congress, genera! arbitra-_ 
tion treaties between the United States and 
all nations; and declaring for a study of mil- 
itarism ** since it is a menace to the republic, 
with a view to obtaining universal peace.”

“ We are the car barn robbers,” Jewell said 
was Van Dine’s answer. “If you kill us you 
can’t get the $2,000 reward offered for us.”’ 
Before the men came out Jewell said they 
were ordered to throw their revolvers away 
and then to walk into view with their-arms 
in the air. 

** You have the honor of capturing the two 
worst men in the United States,’’ continued 
Van Dine, according to Jewell. ‘“* And that 
man there,’’ pointing to Neidermeler, “is a 
bad man, but a good shot.”’ 

The men in the posse then were told by | 
Van Dine and Neidermeier of the bandits’ 
crimes. Jewell said the men confessed the 
murder of the car barn employés and men- 
tioned Marx, who, they ‘said, had killed 
Johnson. Neidermeier was modest in his 
claims to the shodting of Stewart and John- 
son, saying when asked by his captors that 
“they laid it to him.’’

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ASKS A RENEWAL 


OF FRANCHISES 


: Passenger Railway Offers the 


Couneil Plan Based on City 
Company Ordinance. 


LIKELY TO BE IGNORED. 


Judge Grosseup Enters Order 


Changing Receivers of 
Union Traction. 


’ Application for a renewal of its franchises 
was made to the city council by the City 
Passenger railway last evening. It took the 
form largely of a request that whatever be 


granted the Chicago City railway be given 


it, and in its last paragraph almost followed 
the latter’s tentative ordinance by copying 
the provision for a renewal at the end of 
twenty years if the city did not buy the prop- 
erty or find a purchaser. Not having any 
ninety-nine year claims to offer as coneidera- 
tion it proposed that the city could purchase 
at the end of fifteen years. 5 

There was no hint at direct monetary con- 
pideration in the application. The only thing 
in this line was a proposal to lower the Wash- 
ington street tunnel “if it were feund 
feasible,’”’ and to supply free the electricity 
for lighting the streets the company occupied. 


Offers to Leave Michigan Avenue. 
The application set forth that the company 


desired a renewal for twenty years of all its 


franchises except in Adams street, from State 

to Michigan avenue, and in Michigan ave- 
nue, from Adams street to Washington. 
These franchises expire betwéen April 21, 
1904, and March 6, 1910, and, as a comprom- 
ise, it was suggested that the newones al 
date from July 1, 1905. The overhead trolley 
was proposed for the west side and the un- 
derground in the downtown district. 

The fare is named at 5 cents a passenger. 
with an arrangement for transfers and 
through cars on the lines of the West Chi- 
cago street railway company. The offer is 
made that the company will pave sixteen 
feet for its right of way with granite or 
asphalt, and to clean and sprinkle it and re- 
move the snow. 

The old agreement of $50 a year a car asa 
license fee is retained. The application was 
sent to the local transportation committee. 


Unlikely to Be Considered. 

Both Mayor Harrison and Chairman Ben- 
nett of the committee stated that the ap- 
plication had little chance of being consid- 
ered. 
“It would be foolish,’’ said the mayor, 
“to help out the Union Traction company 


in its fight under the ninety-nine yegr ach

Resolutions Commending Work Done 
and Advancement Planned. 


Tuskegee, Ala., Feb. 17.—Booker T. Wash- 
ington called to order the thirteenth annual 
Tuskegee negro copference in the chapelof 
the institute today‘in the presence of more 
than 2,000 negro farmers from the Carolinas, 
Georgia, Florida, Mississippi, Louisiana, and 
Alabama. There were also in attendance 
many men prominent in philanthropic work, 
including Dr. Wallace McKittrick of the gen- 
eral education board, Dr. G. 8. Dickerman 
of the southern educational board, Ham- 
mond Lamant of the New York Evening Post, 
Dr. H. T. Johneon of the Christian Recorde 
of Philadelphia, and others. | 

After a session of several hours resolutions 
were adopted embodying the sentiment of the 
conference and declaring faith in the efforts 
to secure homes and land for the negro, get- 
ting rid of the log cabin idea, building of 
churches and schools, lengthening of the 
school term, building of good public roads, 
the regular and prompt payment of all taxes, 
and making agricultufal life more attrac- 
tive.

BLOWS WHISTLE AND DEPART- 
MENT STORE CLERKS QUIT. 


At Signal Given by Emma Lanphere 
450 Employes Drop Their Work at 
W. A. Wieboldt & Co.'s Establish- 
ment in Milwaukee Avenue—Only 
the Department Heads Remain — 
Leaders Are Arrested While March- 
ing from Building, but Released. 


A woman blew a whistle and at the signal 
450 clerks in the department store of W. A. 
Wteboldt & Co., 987 Milwaukee avenue, at 


11 a: m. yesterday, dropped Tr work and 
walked out on strike. : 
Customers were left waiting for the goods 


they had ordered. Packages, partly wrapped, 


were left lying on the counters. Order 
books were tossed aside with the wants of 


the patrons only half recorded. Purchases’ 


made were undelivered. 
Cash girls, the clerks at the ribbon counter, 
those in the shoe department, the tinware 
salesmen, and all the rest of the army of 
store employés joined in the strike rush. 


Young Woman Leads Strikers. 


Emma Lanphere, general organizer of the 


International Retail Clerks’ Protective asso- 
ciation, led the: strikers. A  policeman’s 
whistle between her lips brought to a etand- 
still the operations of the biggest depart- 
ment store on the northwest side of the city. 

The strike was called because the man- 
agers of the store had refused to sign the 
union working agreement. Last Tuesday a 
committee of employés conferred with W. 
A. Wiebolit, head of the firm. The latter at 
first declared he would not sign the union 
agreement, but said after further discussion 
that he would give an answer on Friday. 

Miss Lanphere, Business Agent’ J. C. Wiche 
of Retail Clerks’ Union No. 226, and Business 
Agent Weldemeyer of the meat salesmen’s 
union visited W. A. Wieboldt in the morning 
and made an unsuccessful attempt to secure 


his signature to the agreement. Then the 


young woman gave the signal from the 
fourth floor near the elevators, and it was 
heard throughout the building.

THERE I8 RESPECT FOR LAW HERE. 

“J said in my haste all men are liars.” 
John Maynard Harlan was speaking ip 
haste when he said at a dinner night before 
last, “I do not believe there is a man here’ 
who would conscientiously say that there 
is*any respect for law in this city. The 
A person »@n- 
familiar with the true condition of things 
in Chicago and who made no allowance 
for oratorical exaggeration might natur- 
ally draw the conclusion that the city was 
given over to anarchy, and that if there 
were courts dnd executive officers they were 


| powerless to deal with all-pervading law- 


lessness. 

“A majority of the people of Chicago hold 
the law in high respect all the time. There 
is a large criminal class, and those com- 
posing it break the laws whenever they 
get an opportunity. Sometimes they are 
caught and punished, but too many of them 
escape. There are also other men who 


j are law abiding on the whole and shun the 


graver crimes catalogued in the criminal 
code, They do: not commit forgery, arson, 
or highway robbery, but they have no re- 
spect for laws or ordinances which run 
counter to their personal interests or views. 
~The union striker often has no respect 
for the.laws which forbid him to molest the 
man who, as he expresses it, has “ taken 
his job.” The builder often has no respect 
for ordinances which exact of him better 
construction. He 
evades them by bribery or by the use of 
influence. Merchants defy city ordinances 
and trespass on public rights when they 
use streets and sidewalks for their business 
purposes. There are leading citizens who 
have so little respect for law that they 
are prepared to corrupt legislatures and 
councils to secure for a tritle valuable ex- 
elusive privileges which, if granted at all, 
should not be granted without a provision 
fot ample compensation to the public. ~ 
There are many kinds and conditions of 
men in Chicago who have+no respect for 
some laws, and for many’ of the men in 
question no excuse can be made. The in- 
dividual who builds firetraps and insanitary 
tenements Knows he is doing wrong. So 
does the prominent citizen who strikes 
hands with corrupt politicians to feather his 
own nest and further their harmful schemes. 
Such men as these/every community has 
and has always had. It has not been proved 
that Chicago has proportionately more of 
them than other cities: It is certain that 
the mass of the population is law abiding 
and law respecting, is desirous that all 
‘should obey the laws, and is angered when 
those who are in responsible positions do 
not enforce the laws. 3 5 
, The assertion that there is no respect 
for law in Chicago is one of the bits of flam- 
boyant oratory which men excited by the 
spectacle of disagreeable conditions are 
apt to indulge in. ‘Chicagoans are able to 
discount intelligently severe criticism of 
their city, but outsiders are not always. 
able to do so, and therefore the home crit- 
ies ought not to lay on the colors quite so 
thickly. There aré a good many men be- 
sides the critics who have respect for law. 


SECRETARY EAY AND CHINA. 
There is much vagué thought in the coun- 
try about the meaning of Secretary Hay’s 
note to the. powers asking them to coéperate 
with the United States in “ localizing ” the 
Russo-Japanese war and in preserving the 
“administrative entity” of China. Many 
people seem to think that he was actuated 
chiefly by a feeling of chiyalrous sympathy 

for the Chinese. | ; 

It is doubtful if this was the case. Sec- 
retary Hay would not have gained his great 
reputation as a diplomat if he were com- 
monly swayed by such benevolent consider- 
ations. He is America’s attorney before the 
court of world politics. His duty as he con- 
ceives it, and as he ought to ceive it, is 
to further the interests of his Sent. 

Now, in the far eastern question, what 
is America’s interest? Trade. America 
‘does not want territory, but it does want 
trade. There is an immense, undeveloped, 
potential trade with China. India has 100,- 
000,000 less population than China, and the 
Hindoos are poorer and less thrifty than 
the Chinese. Furthermore, the Hindoos 
live further south and need less clothing. 
Yet India has an annual foreign trade of 
over $800,000,000. In the light-of this, 
China should do at least $1,000,000,000 
worth a year. 

Under free commercial competition Amer- 
ica ought to get a large share of that billion 
dollars’ worth of trade—a third or, perhaps, 
a half. For America lies nearer China than 
any other power except Russia and Japan. 
Russia is as yet a nonmanufacturing nation 
—especially Asiatic Russia—whereas Ja- 
pan is too small and too poor to handle an 
undue proportion of China’s commerce. 

But supposing the “administrative entity”’ 
of China is disturbed—in other words, that 
the European powers carve China up into 
“ spheres of influence ” at the conclusion of 
the present war. Then nearly every nation 
will erect in front of its own particular 
sphere a tariff wall against all other nations. ' 
America will be shut out from the different 
spheres just as surely as it has. been shut 
out of Germany’s Shantung and France’s 
Indo-China. If, on the other hand, China’s 
integrity is preserved there will be but one 
tariff barrier, and that a low 10 per cent 
one, against all nations alike. American 
traders ask nothing more than to have an 
equal commercial chance with their com- 
_petitors. With that they can take care of 
themselves. 

Therefore, it became the duty of Secre- 
tary Hay, in conserving the interests of his 
client, the United States, in the orient, to 
prevent partition and to insure the integ- 
rity of China against the time the read- 
justment takes place in the fat east. He 
could not fulfill this duty except by speak- 
ing out in no uncertain tone. He spoke out, 
choosing the exact psychological moment 
at the beginning of the war, when all the na-

THE QUESTION OF SUPPLIES. 

It is said on what may be good authority 
that the Russians, conscious of the length 
of time it would take to send over the Si- 
berian railway the supplies of different 
kinds needed for a large army, placed in 
América in December orders for large quan- 
tities of provisions to be shipped last 
month and this month. It has been as- 
sumed by many Americans that in the event 
of war Russia would be a large buyer of 
food supplies in this country, for the good 
reason that they would be. sent from here 
in much less time and in greater quantities 
than they could be transported over the 
single track Asiatic railway. It was con- 
fidently expected that both Russia and Ja- 
pan would spend a great deal of money here. 

That trade will be interfered with as far 
as Russia is concerned if the Japanese be- 
If that 
should happen the important Russian ports 
on the Pacific are likely to bé closely block- 
aded for the express purpose of shutting out 
supplies from any quarter which will be of 
service to the Russian forces. They will 
then have to depend exclusively on the rail- 
way, whose eastern sections will have to be 
well guarded to be kept in working condi- 
tion. A_neutral ship may attempt to run 
the blockade with a cargo of provisions. 
If it is successful there wil] be a big profit. 
But if it is captured the cargo, even though 
not “contraband of war,” will be the spoil 
of the victors. A neutral vessel laden with 
provisions: bound for a Russian port cannot 
be captured on the high seas, but it can be 
when trying to slip into a port where an 
effective blockade is maintained. 

If the Russian fleet shall become a negli- 
gible quantity—-which is by no means the’ 
case as yet—Japan will enjoy a great ad- 
‘vantage. The provisioning of its armies 
‘on the mainland will suffer no interruption. 
Ample supplies of food and forage can be

ordered in this country or sent from Japan ‘return to St. Petersburg, and those who put.

their destination. One great freight steam- 
er will land with ease at Chemulpo or Ma- 
sampho more foodstuffs than can be carried 
by a number of trains moving on the Sibe- 
rian railway. 


THE RIGHTS OF EMPERORS. 

The fact that a man, by his parents’ 
fault, happens to be an emperor is no rea- 
son why he should be called upon to re- 
sign his right to have opinions about art. 
Herr Singer is a socialist. How his blood 
would boil if any proletarian should be re- 
strained from having opinions or from 
spreading those opinions to the best of his 
power among his fellows! Yet Herr Singer 
seeins to be outraged because William of 
Hohenzollern, an emperor, prefers one kind 
of statuary to another and uses his power 
to emphasize his preference. 

As long as we have emperors let us hope 
that they will be interested in the lives of 
the people whom they rule. But if they 
are interested they will be opinionated. It 
is impossible for a man to have interests 
without opinions. And if he is any kind 
of real man and not simply a thinking ma- 
chine he will try to put his opinions into 
deeds. | 

Here in Chicago we have a certain num- 
ber of public officials who have no opin- 
ions. Their ambition—if so colorless an 
ideal can be said to be an ambition—is to 
perform the routine duties of their of- 
fices and to leave everything in exactly the 
sathe condition in which they found it. 
These men make po mistakes. They never 
get into hot water. By the simple expedi- 
ent of never moving they succeed in never 
going too far. 

Now, Emperor William indubitably 
makes mistakes. He gets into hot water.’ 
He goes too far. He does some harm. But 
he also does ten times more good. He 
would make a good building commissioner. 

His position about art is perfectly clear. 
“T believe that certain things in art are 
wrong. I am in possession of a certain 
amount of power, legal power, inherited 
power, power conceded to me by one of 
the most intelligent nations in the world. 
I will use that power as far as I can to 
thwart those things that are wrong.” This. 
is the position of a man who, as Mul- 
vaney would say, “ has hands and feet.”

Seized with mis- 
givings, he wrote and telegraphed to the 
war department at Vienna, where he learned 
in response to his inquiries that no officer had 
ever been sent thence to Pola, cr had 
received any instructions to fetch the flag of 
the Re d'Italia, that the emissary in question 
was therefore a fraud, and that the docu- 


mandant of the arsenal] at Pola were for- 
geries. Further investigation established 
the fact that the missing flag now figures in_ 
the naval arsenal of the Italian government 
at Venice. 

While it would be going too far to allege 
that the Italian authorities were actually 
a party to the forgeries and frauds practiced 
upon the commandant of the Austrian nava! 
arsenal at Pola, yet it cannot be denied that 
they have profited by this practice of trick- 
ery, and King Victor Emmanuel would do 
well at once to dissociate himself from this 
disgraceful affair by returning the trophy to. 
the emperor of Austria, who, With his well. 
known chivalry, might be relied upon to make | 
a present of it to his Italian ally. 

How strongly Austrian military and es- 
pecially naval men feel about the matter may 
be gathered from the fact that after the 
battle of Lissa the utmost difficulty had been 
experienced in recovering the flag from the 
depths of the sea, to the bottom of which the 
Ke d'italia had been sunk after being rammed 
by the Austrian cruiser Ferdinand Max. 

That the Italians should have telit had at 
its figuring as a trophy of Austrian victory at 
Pola it Is easy to understand. But it ts not 
so tacile to comprehend why they should wish 
to preserve it as a trophy of their own at 
Venice, and to give it a place of honor in the 
arsenal there. For the*battle of Lissa was 
in every way discreditable to the Italian 
navy, its fleet of ironclads being sunk and 
routed by an altogether inferior force of

CLOSE OF THE DAY. | 
Touching Story of Affection by Frank 
Spearman. D. Appleton & Co. 

Mr. Frank R. Spearman in his latest book, 
“ THE CLOSE OF THE DAY ” (D. Appleton 
& Co., New York), has constructed with care 
and discrimination an unexciting story of 
everyday life with characters acting and 
speaking as human beings all around us do, 
There is not a sensational or theatrical in- 
cident In the book and the story runs along 
just as our commonplace lives do. 

In spite of these characteristics the book 
has human interest on every page, and it 
affects the reader just as the recital of any 
real life history would do if put in print. 
George Durant, the middle aged hero, is 
a coffee merchant. At first blush one may 
think that that Is an unromantic occupa- 
tion for a hero, but Mr. Spearman proves 
by his story that there can be heroes in the 
wholesale district just as well as there can 
be in the lists of chivalry. Du t was at

With 
the returning army went a lot of Corea 
scholars, who taught the Japanese the first 
they ever knew about the arts of writing, of 
agriculture, of tea and silk culiure, and of: 
making earthenware. 

For several centuries Corea remained under 
tribute to the island empire. In the sixth 
century Corean priests introduced Buddhism 
into Japan, where it spread rapidly and be- 
came for a time the prevailing religion. 
Meanwhile there were almost continual civil 
wars in Japan, and consequently no advan- 
tage was taken of the opportunities open to 
the empire in Corea. In 1391 the Coreans 
united inte one kingdom and refused longer 
to pay any tribute to Japan. 

Not until 1501 did the Japanese take any 
action. Then the famous Shogun, Hideyoh- 
shi, who had fought his way up from the po- 
sition of a peasant to that of military dic- 
tator of the kingdom, assembled a great 
army and started out to invade both Corea 
and China, which lay still beyond. 

According to the original records of that 
expedition, which were preserved for cen- 
turies, it appears that the combined Japa- 
nese land and naval forces reached the sur- 
prising total of 310,495 men. This great 
force was divided into two divisions of equal 
size. One was commanded py Kato, who 
was a Buddhist, and the other by Konshi, 
who was a Christian, the soldiers of each fol- 
lowing the religion of their leader. Between 
the two divisions there naturally existed a 
great rivalry. 

Marching by different roads the two armies 
fought their way to the gates of the capital 
city of Seoul. Bverywhere the division 
headed by Konshli, the Christian, was in the 
lead, marching the swifter and winning bat- 
tles before the other division could come up. 
This greatly enraged Kato, commander of 
the Buddhist division, and when he found 
that the troops of Konshi had captured Seoul 
without waiting for his assistance, it is re- 
corded that he said: “‘Ah, dannen!’’ That is 
noteworthy, because “Ah, dannen!”’ is the 
nearest approach to swearing which the Jap- 
anese language contains. The fact may also 
account for the difficulty with which most 
white men express themselves in Japanese. 

After the fall of Seoul the Japanese cap- 
tured Pingyang, the Corean emperor fleeing 
before their advance. At Pingyang a large 
force of Chinese soldiers came to the relief of 
the Coreans and a hard battle was fought fn 
the streets of Pingyang.

He quickly sketches the causes of-the na- 


tional awakening that gave birth to modern 
Japan. 

First, the Confucian revival of the Ming 
scholars as reflected in the learning of the 
early Tokugawa period, that led to a study 
of purely Japanese ancient literature, and 
that in turn to the revival of Shintoism, that 
pure form of ancestor worship extant in 
Japan before Buddhism—an element in the 
national religion centering always in the em- 
peror as the descendant of the God head— 
tts revival meaning an accession of patriotic 
self-consciousness. 

Second, the portentous danger with which 
western encroachments on Asiatic soil 
threatened the national Independence, Eu- 
ropes mighty arm of conquest having ab- 
sorbed India, and China in the opium 
having had to succumb toa western nation. 

Third, the self-sacrifice of the southern 
daimios, Satsuma, Choshu, Hizen, and Tosa, 
in whose territories the leaders and makers 
of new Japan were born—the very elder 


statesmen, who are guiding the nation in this.

“It must be a renewal of the same self- 
consciousness that shall build up Asia again 
Into her ancient steadfastness and strength. 
We.know instinctively that in our history 
lies the secret of our future, and we grope 
with blind intensity to find the clew. But if 
the thought be true, if there be indeed any 
fpring of renewal hidden in our past, we 
must admit that it needs at this moment 
some mighty reinforcement, for the scorch- 
ing drought of modern vulgarity is parching 
the throat of life and art. 

“We await the flashing sword of the 
lightning which shall cleave the darkness, 
For the terrible hush must be broken, and 
the raindrops of a new vigor must refresh 
the earth before new flowers can spring up to 
cover it with their bloom. But it must be 
from Asia hergelf, along the ancient road- 
Ways of the race, that the great voice shall 
be heard.

These fragments do poor justice to a book 
that is a masterpiece of condensation, a 
Sweeping bird’seye view of Asiatic civiliza- 
tion, where each’ period and movement is 
perfectly apportioned to the whole. But ‘t 
will be better for one who has not appre- 
hended the east to read these fragments than 
nothing at all, and the interested ones will 
of course go further.

LESSON NO. 168.—What Domestic Science 
Can Do for Our Girls. 


{A paper read at the housekeepers’ conference 
at the University of [linois.] 


HE present trend of education is toward 
specialized training, and as the chil- 
dren of today are workers in prepara- 
tion for future citizens thoughtful peo- 
ple see in this tendency a hopeful out- 

look for the future.” 

It is often affirmed that the home and the 
school are the two piMars on which Ameri- 
can institutions stand, and the proper co- 
relation of these is inviting the attemtion of 
our wisest educators. It hes been affirmed 
that the public schools suppress the me- 
chanical instinct and give undue prominence 
in the student’s mind to the purely Mterary 
and professional career. It is also claimed 
that such instruction fails to imprees young 
people with the dignity of labor and the im- 
portance of the handicrafts, while by train- 
ing the hand to practical service at the same 
time the brain is trained to accurate thinking, 
greater power will result and a capacity for 
management will be developed. 

Assuming, as we have a right to do, that 
the future of our girls will be that of wives 
and mothers, it will be readily admitted that 
they have a right to expect training which 
will enable them to see within their sphere al! 
there is in it of great possibility. 

Who can estimate the advance in civiliza- 
tion that would result from a generation of 
wives and mothers so trained as to be able 
to properly nourish the body and wisely to 
insure its health, physical and moral? These 
are duties in every family that usually de- 
volve upon the wife and mother, and too often 
these compjex responsibilities are assumed 
with little or no preparation. 

By many ft is supposed that women have a 
sort of intuition regarding the duties con- 
sidered feminine, but the sad experiences, the 
disappointments and failures, are proof con- 
clusive that there is no short road to know!l- 


tion before marriage, or by long and per- 
plexing experiments after, that a woman be- 
comes fitted ‘‘ to have dominion over hearth 
and home.”” A widely circulated paper re- 
cently recommended a new bock on house- 
hold science to ‘‘ the young housewife start- 
ing out with timid steps upon her career as 
the head of the household inal] that pertains 
to the kitchen and the care of the house.”’ 
One can but question the night of a girl to 
start on a ‘“‘career” with “timid eteps,’’ 
thereby proving want of preparation for her 
work. misfortune of mankind,” says 
O’ Rell, “is that matrimony Is the only voca- 
tion for which candidates have had no train- 
ing. 


Where, then, shall we fix the responsibility? 
Nine-tenths of the housekeepers of America 
do their own work, and most of them prob- 
ably do it as well and as economically as they 
know how, but ehall their struggles and 
failures or success through failures be re- 


lives and health of those whom they hold 
dearest depend upon the study and practice 
of household science, but, while it is more 
diligently studied now than ever before, it 
must be admitted that a vast majority do not 
fully realize its importance nor their per- 
sonal responsibility. The ever present “‘ serv- 
ant problem ”’ is limited to only one-tenth 
of our housekeepers, but we hear complaints 
on every hand. Many theories are offered 
as to its cause and cure, but the evil is in no 
wise mitigated. Probably the true cause lies 
between the untrained mistress and the un- 
trained maid. Neither alone could work such 
havoc with the digestion of the man who pays 
the bills and the nerves of the woman who 
keeps the house. In the majority of house- 
holds the one servant, ‘“‘ maid” or “ hired 


"girl,’’ as ehe is variously termed, is a young 


woman, doing this work because she can do 
no other, and doing it with so little skill that 
it is a’ perpetual question with the house- 
wife whether it would not be better to have 
no maid atall. Like all social problems, this 
will eventually work itself out, but-we may 
hasten the day if we can find out the reason 
of such unsatisfactory relations between 
mistress and md@id and then set ourselves 


resolutely to improving them. 


First, then, is the mistress of a home a 
mistress in fact or only in name? Does she 
thoroughly understand the administration of 
the home so that she can intelligently direct 
its affairs? If not, we need go no further with 
our inquiries, for the most incompetent and 
ignorant girl is quick to detect any weaknees 
in one whom she serves. A large proportion 
of the untrained young women who serve as 
domestic help are foreigners, whose early 
environment was wholly at variance with 
that in which they find themselves in a

modern American kitchen, but as household 
industry has not rieen to the level of a trade 
in which skilled workers can command 
proper compensation these girls, fresh from 
Ireland, Sweden, or Germany, unblushingly 
demand the highest market price for 
domestic service within a week from their 
landing in America. 

When we have schools of instruction fcr 
domestics as we now have for typewriters, | 
stenographers, bookkeepers, etc., from which 
they can secure dipiomas or certificates guar- 
anteeing their efficiency, the housewife will 
be saved an immense amount of worry and 
the girls themselves will be happier with 
consciousness of the ability to perform skilled 

bor. Those who remain incapable will 

ecesearily be left without employment ex- 
cept at greatly reduced wages. 

But it is the nine-tenths who will do their 
own work, girls who are in school today, who 
should receive the scientific’ training that 
modern research has made so easily avail- 
able. 7 

There is much talk of the need for schools 
of domestic science in which the teaching 
should be especially adapted to the average 
home of rnoderate means, and It ls urged that 
the teaching begin in the seventh grade, as 
so few girls enter the high school. Whether 
girls should have dornestic science training 
in the home orin school is a debated question. 
That some mothersshave the time and abil- 
ity to give it, is true. That many have not 
is also true. That it is more economical for 
one woman to teach twenty girls than for 
‘twenty mothers to do the same thing needs 
no proof. 

Then, the attitude of the girls themselves 
toward this teacaing is a potent factor in the 
solution of the question. Aimost without 
exception, the girl likes the work when done 
at school under tho sanie conoitions of ex- 
actness and order as other school work. The 
practical activity, the comparison of their 
work with that of others, and the conscious- 
ness of power which any work, well done, im- 
parts, has a fascinat on for them. 

On the other hand, how mary girls really 
like to help about the housework, and how 
many mothers require of their daughters 
the performance of regular duties? Two 
years ago Mrs. Luther Gulick, who was 
much interested ‘n this subject, sent the fol- 
lowing questions to gach of forty friends 
(both men and women): 1. What kind of 
work did you do in the hume?: 2. Did you 
enjoy working? 8. What especially? 4. 
What did you, dislike? 5. How are yo 
teaching your Children to work? In the re= 
plies to these questious she learned that 
seven of the forty did a wsrea* deal of work 
and that each one of ihe seven enjoyed 
working. Of the fourieen who did consider- 
able work five stated definitely that they en- 
joyed it. The others conditioned their an- 
swers in some way. Of the fourteen whod: 
a little work, five say unqual!iedly that they - 
did not enjoy working, and the others quali- 
fied their answers. Five did nothing. Not 
one of the forty comp!ained of cverwork. 

In reply to the question. ‘‘ How are you 
teaching your children to work?’ the an- 
swers showed that not mucn was being done, 
but the answer from one who did nothing 
when a child is sv suggestive that I quote . 
it entire: ‘*‘ My child (7 years of age) puts 
away her playthings. I do net find it hard 
when I am alone with her to make her help- 
ful and orderly. When she has <a nurse she 
sits like a rag doll to be waited on.”’ It Is 
fair to suppose that these are representa- 
tive cases and they may help to answer the 
question of the leaving of domestic science 
training to the mothers. When 3 year old 
Bessie wants a piece of duugh and a thimble 
to make “cookles’’ the wisa and patient 
mother gives them ‘to her and enjoys the 
zest with which the child fashions and bakes 

- them. Later she gives her a bit of soft cloth 
and shows her how to dust the chairs, the 
child meanwhile feeling important, because 
she is “helping mother.”’ But this takes 
time, and time is the one thing most precious 
to a busy mother, so, oftener than otherwise, 
the little one’s offer of help is either rejected 
or postponed to a more convenient time, and 
that time does not come until the girl has 
outgrown the desire to help or has become 
engaged in other occupations. ; 

It is rare indeed that hired help is willing 
to have children “ bothering arownd,’’ so 
between the busy motner and the “ cross 
cook,” as the children cal! her when she ob- 
jects to having the x«itchen invaded by them, 
the girl has scant opportunity to learn 
much at home of domestic science. Before 
going further let me say that we do not 
limit domestic science to a knowledge of the 
selection and preparation of food. It includes 
all the agencies which affect the health and 
happiness of the inmates of the home. .

backed. chairs, a piano perhaps, 
pi A tables, a glass cabinet for holding 
choice pieces of bric-A-brac or fans, some 
tall growing palms in handsome jardinieres, 
one or two lamps with fancy shades, anda 
few fine ornaments and pictures. 

But there must be no bookcases, no loung- 
ing or rocking chairs, no center table, or 
any articles of furniture that suggest in- 
formal comfort and ease. 

The raison d@’étre of the room being cere- 
mony, it must be furnished to be in keeping; 
a tall clock would be decidedly out of piace, 
but a bronze or gilt clock or one of choice 
porcelain would be en regle on the mantel 
shelf.

There has been a tendency to revert to that 
most ancient form of illuminant—the homely 
rushlight. 

These rushlights are made of the best wax, 
in size about the diameter of a five shilling 
piece and a couple of inches in depth, into 
which are inserted two pieces of rush in- 
stead of the ofdinary wick. 

The rushlights are fitted into the most ex- 
quisitely designed standards of Worcester 
silver or cut glass, with silk shades of vari- 
ous colors and patterns, and are certainly a 
distinctly pretty ornament upon a dinner 
table. In addition to being ornamental, these 
lamps give a light that is both soft and be- 
coming, and is particularly effective in show- 
ing to great advantage the beauty of gems 
and jewels. 

The duchess of Hamilton was one of the 
earliest to use these lamps on her dinner 
table, and, more recently, the princess of 
Wales.

WOMEN TO AID STRIKERS 


FEDERATED CLUBS ARE URGEDTO 
FIGHT CORSET COMPANY. 


Thirty Thousand Members of.225 Or- 
ganizations Will Boycott Aurora 


Concern’s Goods if Trades Union 
League Is Successful—Declared Girl 


Employes Are Treated Unfairly — 
Hull House Society First to Indorse 


Appeal. 


The 225 federated women’s clubs of IIll- 
nois, with a total membership of 30,000, will 
join forces with the striking corsetmakers 
of the Kabo Corset company of Aurora, if 
the plans of the Woman's Trade Union 
league are carried out. The league has sent 
circulars to every club in the Illinois feder- 
ation, setting forth the grievances of the 
women strikers, and appealing to every 
member in the state to boycott the Kabo 
corset until.the manufacturers agree to 
submit the differences to arbitration. | 

Tne plea is made on the-ground that all 
women are sisters, and that “‘no woman 
should stand idly by while other women. less 
fortunate, are being deprived of the means 
of making their bread and butter.”’ 


Tell of Strikers’ Troubles. 
The circulars set forth the troubles encoun- 


tered by the striking corsetmakers and de- 
clare the company has declined either to 


arbitrate or to compromise. It is asserted 


the concern has displayed unfairness in its | 
system of compelling employés to pay fines 


for soiling corsets, for being late to work, 
and for other offenses. 

The league declares a system of black- 
listing used by manufacturers in sympathy 


with the Kabo concern makes it impossible 


for the strikers to secure employment else- 
where in the Fox river valley. 

I. is asserted the new child labor law was 
violated by the practice of having girls 14 
years old take work home, laboring more 
than eight hours a day. Another charge in 
the circular is that the company scarcely 


concern has refused to recognize the girl 
workers’ union, and has refused to reémploy 
the strikers unless they are willing to treat 
individually with the company. 


Boycott on Corsets’ Urged. 


The circular suggests that the best way for 


the women to make their influence felt is by 
refusing to buy the Kabo corset until the 


company agrees to make terms with its «m- 


ployés. It also advises that the members 
write letters demanding arbitration. 

The Hull House Woman’s club was the first 
to respond to the appeal. This organization 
met yesterday and its president, Mrs. Laura 
Dainty Pelham, read the circular. The club 
immediately passed a resolution instructing 
Mrs. Pelham to appoint a committee to pre- 
pare a letter to the company. The letter was 
mailed at once. It demanded a settlement. 

“If the 30,000 club women of Illinois re- 
spond to this appeal,”’ said Mrs. Pelham, 
* the company’s officers will be flooded with 


letters and if the members refuse to buy the 


corset I am sure the company will repent.”’

INDICTED IN LAND CASRS 


FEDERAL GRAND JURY RETURNS 
SOME IMPORTANT BILLS. 


Wealthy Western Operators Accused 
of Having Taken Up Government 


One Arrest Made and Warrants Is- 
sued for the Hest—Transactions 
Said to Cover Wide Areas in Sev- 
eral States. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—As a result 
the investigation of the alleged wholesale 
public land frauds in many western states 
the grand jury of the District of Columbia 
today reported a joint indictment for con- 
spiracy against John A. Benson, @ wealthy 
real estate operator of San Francisco; Fred- 
erick A. Hyde of San Francisco, closely 


Cc. Dimond of California, and attorney repre- 
senting Benson and Hyde; and Joost H. 
Schneider of Tuoson, Ariz., an agent of 
Benson and Hyde. : 

Bench warrants immediately were issued 
and Schneider was arrested in this city late 
this afternoon. 4 

Schneider was taken before Justice Bar- 
nard late this afternoon and the latter fixed 
his bail at $20,000. 

Benson already has been indicted here on 
a charge of bribery and is now believed to be 
in New York, while Hyde is thought to be 
in San Francisco. ‘he indictment alleges 
transactions by which land was acquired 
from the govetnment in California, Oregon, 
Washington, Nevada, and elsewhere. 

The scheme outlined in the indictmentand 
alleged to have been practiced in these 
transactions was to obtain school or other 
lands by applications, assignments, and pur- 
chases in the names of fictitious persons or 
of persons not really desiring, or qualified to 
purchase them, Hyde and Benson paying 
them small sums for the lands. 

The indictment charges that there were. 
false representations in all these transac- 
tions, and that the publications, supported 
by the indicted parties, were forged, false, 
and fraudulent. In pursuance of this al- 
leged conspiracy thus earried through by 
dummy applicants, certain unsurveyed tracts 
in the Olympia, Wash., land district, con- 
taining 3.400 acres, selected in the name 
of C. W. Clarke, Frederick A. Hyde, and John 
A. Benson were obtained, and other lands 
specifically cited were secured, including 
large tracts in Washington, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, and Nevada. Theaction taken disposes 
of all the land fraud cases thus far presented 
to the local grand jury. 


FATAL WOUNDS ARE DESCRIBED. 


Witnesses in Trial of Chauncey Dewey 
for Murder Give Some Damag- 
ing Testimony.

SECTION HANDS FORM UNIONS 
"TO DEMAND HIGHER WAGES. | 


Organization Is Proceeding in Secret | 
and Railway Officials Fear the Re- 
sult Will Affect Track Work Plans. 


Much’ uneasiness prevails among railway 
managers here over a movement inaugurated 
by section foremen on western, southwest- 
ern, and southern lines and the roads in the 
Central Freight association territory to or- 
ganize unions of section hahde with the pur- 
pose of asking more pay. Secret meetings of 
foremen have been held in the last six weeks 
at railroad centers and junction points. The 
general managers of the railroads do not 
know to what extent this movement has 
spread, but they fear that a concerted de- 
mand for higher wages will be made by the 
section men in the spring. j 

Several years ago a similar movement was 
started in the weét by e section hands, 
but the railroads succeedéd in breaking it. 
The men on the Dlinois Central, it is said; 
already are organized, and one union on its 
line is said to be ready to transact business, 


Probably ‘Will Refuse Demand. 


The standard of wages of section hands 
is $1.25 a day or 12% cents an hour. For 
emergency or special construction work as 
high as $2 a day has been paid. In winter, 
when little work can be done on tracks, the 
pay is only $1.25 a day. The Chicago and 
‘Northwestern paid $1.50 last summer and 
continued the schedule until Jan. 1, when a 
reduction was made to $1.25. The standard 
for section hands formerly was only §1.1U, 
and the Northwestern was the first to raise. 
Its men are said to be leaders in the present 
movement. 

Railroad officials say they pill not be able 
under existing conditions to raise the pay 
of section hands and if the men should be- 
come troublesome it only would mean the 
abandonment of much of the construction 
work planned for next summer. 


Fear General Grain Rate War. 


Executive and general traffic officials of 
the eastern roads will meet here today to con- 
sider the grain rate situation, which has be- 


come s0 precarious that something must be | 


done to.avert a general rate war. Theaction 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, Southwestern, 
Cnesapeake and Ohio, and Norfolk and 
Western roads in joining the Burlington and 
Aiton roads in a 15 cent rate from the Mis- 
souri river, a cut of 6 cents, has arcused the 
Nines running by way of and east from Chi- 
cago, and it fs probable that a reduction in 
the export grain rate by way of Chicago will 
be authorized. 

In the east the Pennsylvania hes taken up 
arms in defense of its Philadelphia dif- 
ferential, of which the Buffalo-New York 
lines are trying to deprive it by making the 
rate on grain to New York the tame ase to 
Philadelphia. A reduction of 2 cents has 
just been announced by the Penney!vania, 
and another reduction by the New York lines 


New Chicago-St. Louis Line. 


Vice President Winchell of the Rock 
Island-'Frisco system expects that the new 
Chicago-St. Louls line of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois will be ready for business 
by April 1. It will be double track through- 
out, and its condition and equipment will 
be such that fast service could at once be 
established over it. During the world’s fair 
geason, however, moderate speed will be 
maintained by all lines. 

The Rock Island, it is stated, will build its 
own line between Houston and Galveston. 
It was the original intention of the Ruck 
Island to obtain an entrance over the tracks 
of the Galveston, Houston and Northern 
railroad, which is owned by the Southern Pa- 
cific, but the Texas railroad commission 
vetoed the proposition. President Loree re- 
cently investigated the situation during a 
visit to Houston and Galveston. The Rock 
Island secured terminals at Galveston nearly 
a year ago, and is ready to join with the 
Southern Pacific in building a causeway 
across Galveston bay.

Supreme Court Holds ‘That: 


Loan Will Not Raise Debt 
Above Limit. — 


CORPORATION ACT HOLDS. 


Charters for Failure to — 
File Reports. | 


The issue of $4,000,000 bonds of Chicago 


to take up an equal amount of outstanding. 
judgments was held legal in a decision hand- ; 
ed down yesterday by the State Supreme . 
court in Springfield. The bonds run twenty 
years and bear 3% per cent interest, while ~ 
the city now pays 6 per cent on the judg- 
+ ments. In reaching its conclusion the court 
finds that the total indebtedness of the city - 
is $15,980,427. 


Charlies A. Stone had sought an Injunction 


to prevent the city from issuing these bonds. 
Stone contended that the city had no power — 
to issue bonds for the purpose of obtaining 

a fund from which to pay judgments, and, 
second, if it did have the power, its indebt- 

edness exceeded 5 per cent of the value of its 

taxable property. 


In a long written by Judge Scott 


the court holds that the municipality has the ° 
. right to create a fund by the sale of bonds 
from which to pay its judgment imdebt-— '

Corporations Must Report. 
The law whith requires corporations char- 


tered in IlNinois to submit annual reports to 
the secretary of state was upheld in an 
opinion handed down by the Supreme court 
yesterday. The act, known as the law of 
1901, provides for the cancellation of char-' 
ters of companies which fail to report. 


The test case was filed by Hillel lodge No. 


72, Independent Order B’nai B'rith. Its 
charter had been canceled for failure to sub-. 


mit a report as required. The contention of 
the petitioners was that the term “ active 
business,”’ as used in the statute, showed in- 
tent on the part of the legislature to make 
the act apply solely to corporations organ- ' 
ized for pecuniary profit.. The Supfeme > 
court, however, holds that the words apply 
to all corporations.

REFUSES USE OF TRACKS. 


Commissioner Crilly Says Road 
Is Reluctant to Build Wall 


“Phe completion of the 
park basin will. be impeded by the Illinois 
Central railway, according to a report made 
yesterday to the South park board. 

Commissioner Crilly informed the board 
that the railway company had refused to al- 
low the use of its drainage canal track for 
the transportation of spoil to the lake front 
and has made a practically prohibitive rate 
for the hauling of cars of filling delivered by 
other railways The motive of the Iilinols 
Central in adopting this attitude, it was ex- 
plained, is the reluctance of the corporation 
to bulld the high wall along the east side of 
its right of way, which the statute provides 
must be completed with the park. 

This revelation of opposition to the park 
plans from a new quarter was incidental to 
the submission of tigures on the length of time 
the filling in of the basin will require. The 
board has advertised for bids to be submitted 
at the March meeting, the contract to call 
for the completion of the filling by Dec. 31. 
- 3904. Commissioner Crilly estimated that it 
would require approximately fifty carloads 
if material a day to accomplish this task. 

Opposition Is Strong Handicap. 

* Unless the Illinois Central will permit the 
‘ mpe of ite drainage canal track it will be im- 
possible for any bidder to carry out this 
contract,”’ said Commissioner Crilly. ‘* Fifty 
carloads a day transferred by way of Grand 
Crossing from other roads would tie up all | 
traffic. The IlMnois Central has a conven- 
lent track to the spoil banks of the canal, but 
flatly refuses to transport the matertal over | 
this road. Moreover, the officials say they 
will charge $5 for every car received at 
Grand Crossing and hauled tothe lake front. 

“If we get our filling from the Indiana 
Sand banks we must pay a round price for it, 
besides the $5 rate. We could get the drain- 
age canal epoll for 2 cents a yard, and prob- 
ably for nothing, as Engineer Randolph has 
assured me. If the Illinois Central persists 
in its opposition it will take three years 
to fill the basin and cost nearly $1,500,000. 
it is all because this railway dislikes the 
idea. of building a wall as provided by law.” 

Action in the matter was deferred till 
the opening of the bids, though it was de- 
cided to complete the north end of the park 
end work southward as fast as possible.
